By Supreme Court in Matter of Off 
setting Taxes. 


The judgment secured by William 
O ’Keefe, treasurer of Marshall county, 
against Francis M. McOrery, a tax 
payer, who sought to enjoin the treas­ 
urer from collection of taxes wrong­ 
fully assessed against him in 1900 was 
reversed by the supreme court.
